In a space of time so small 
as tn be hardly conceivable tho projec- 
tile has covered the distance between 
tho two frames and pierced tho wiro in 
the second, interrupting Us electric cur- 
i-cnxi and releasing the ainiaturo of its 
magnet, as in tho first case. Tho inter- 
val between tho drop of theso two ar- 
matures represents tho time spent by 
tho projectile in traveling 150 feet. 
This time is indicate d by the chrono- 
graph in (he laboratory near by. Wiics 
run from each screen to tho laboratory, 
which is fitted up with batteiies and 
switchboaids. 


The armature of tho first electro mag- 


net is r.a iiou rod about 8 feet long, 
v Inch is suspended vertically. This rod 
falls when the second eleetio magnet is 
placed a little below tho first, aud when 
it is it-leased it acts ns a knife, and, 
striking tho sido of tho falling rod, 
makes n slight mark.' Tho 'distance of 
this cut or mark from the end of the rod 
indicates the distance through which 
the rod has dropped while tho projectile 
is passing from ouo screen to another. 
This forms the unit for the calculation 
of the projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns havo increased tho initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in the last 
few years. Projectiles may be expelled 
now with a force that will mako them 
effective at a rango far beyond ordinary 
eyesight.—Now York Sun.

ises to admit Hawaii into the union of 
States and pursue a firm foreign policy 
in opposing Spain's inhumanities in 
Cuba. These two master strokes of 
public policy will do much to gain the 
plaudits of the American people and 
win back confidence in the Eepublican 
regime. 
The only fear is that the 


good which the administration may 
perform shall be used to screen it 
from public criticism while fastening 
upon the country the gold standard, 
as understood by Secretary Gage and 
Mark Hanna.—Ogden Standard.

Among all the ftilmcnta from which hu- {
